THE GLOBE HOTEL. 


Morning News Will be Found 


on Pa*« Four «f thi« 


Remlnixwnce of a Famous Hostelry of 


tbe Philadelphia Centennial. 


The Philadelphia Times publishes- a 


long article reviewing the history of the 
famous Globe hotel, just outside the 
grounds, which will be remembered by 
visitors to the Centennial exhibition in 
1876, It was built bj a company com- 
posed of some of the wealthiest aud moat 
prominent citizen! of Philadelphia, in- 
cluding General Harry H. Bingham, 
who wag president; Hamilton Disston, 
P. A. B. Widener, W. L. Elkine, Sam- 
nel Josephs, Charles H. Gross and oth- 
ers. Most «f these gentlemen subscribed 
from $30,000 to $80,000 eaoh. The ideas 
these capltaliFtshad of the remunerative 
character of tbe enterprise they had en- 
gaged iu m»y be judged from' the fact 
that one n£ them, ar meetings of the di- 
rectors, could show most conclusively on 
paper that the net profits conld not pos- 
sibly be less thnn $2,000,000. The htJtcl 
cost $250,000, aud wan a most imposing 
structure, as many will recollect. A big 
mineral fountain was erected at. one end, 
and the company received $20,000 or 
$25,000 for the lease of it. 
A manager 


of the hotel was engaged st $1,000 a 
mouth for a year. 


The hotel had accommodations for 


5,000 gueatg. 
But somehow people 


would not patronize it. Samuel Josephs, 
later the originator of "Grover, Grover, 
(oar years more ot Grover," and liis 
partner paid $50,000 for the bar privi- 
lege. Afterward the company remitted 
$15,000, but even then the two lost 
$60,000 on their venture. It was not a 
liquor drinking crowd that went to tho 
Centennial. Connected with the Globa 
hotel, a couple of squares away, wss a 
vast collection of sheda, beneath which 
teams conW be sheltered and where 
they could bo watered and fed. They 
calculated that the manure alone would 
pay all thn expenses of the enterprise. 
During the six months of the exposition 
how many teams do you suppose wero 
driven beneath the sheds? Exactly one. 
During July, August and September the 
hotel cleared an aggregate over expenses 
of $108,000, but the upshot of tho whole 
business was that when the exhibition 
closed the concern was Bold out at pub- 
lic auction, aud the mammoth hotel 
that had cost $350,000 before a piece of 
furniture was placed iu it was knocked 
down niider the hammer for $3,500. 
The stockholders in the enterprise re- 
ceived 67 cents for every dollar they had 
invested—a loss of 33 percent. Tho 
Globe hotel enterprise was one of the 
brightest bubbles and mostcostly fail- 
ares that ever marked a world's fair. 


THE BRIDGE WILL STAY, 


Board of Public Works Did not Grant 


H. V. S. R'y Petition. 


The board of public works held a public 


hearing at the city hall Monday afternoon 
in connection with Its regular session, on 
the request of the Hooaao Valley Street 
Railway company for permission to move 
the first bridge on Union street a few feet 
to the south. The company desired it in 
order that sufficient room might be had 
for the passage of cars on the bridge, 
which is to be erected on the north side, 
The presence of the Quinn block at the 
northeast end of the bridge was tbe prin- 
cipal cause for the requirement. The 
block has been built into the highway 
several feet. 


The result of the hearing was that tbe 


board asked the company to provide some 
other means for the accommodation of 
the cars on the bridge, which can be 
translated as a refusal to grant the com- 
pany's request. Mr. Richmond says the 
only thing left for the company to do is to 
build the east abutment into the stream 
a/id not have the car bridge extend to 
that end ot the city bridge.

HE WAS A BELOVED PASTOR, 


Memories of the Man and His Pastor- 


ate. 
A Remarkable Donation. 


Four Hundred Dollars Raised. 


Sheriff Saw Him Home. 


In rtfemorlani. 


The death of Rev. Dr. Crawford at the 


great age of 92 years removes a good man 
and a just Irora earth to heaven. He 
was pastor of the Congregational church 
of this city from 1?10 to 1K56. Eventful 
years for pastor and people! He was de- 
voted to his charge and went about 
doing good. All classes and conditions 
of men loved him. His ministrations in 
the sick room were a benediction, and 
his well cboseu words and prayers he! ped 
many a soul heavenward. Mr. Crawford 
was a man of strong convictions and 
fully believed the message ho brought to 
his people. He was a great, warm-hearted 
Christian gentleman, a wise counsellor, a 
trne friend without guile, and charity for 
a'l was his motto. 


Governor Bradford Mid of Parson Rob- 


inson, at a farewell meeting the day be- 
fore the sailing of the Mayflower for the 
new world, that be hardly knew who had 
cause for greater thankfulness, Robinson 
for having such a people, or the church 
in having such a prstor. 


As memory busies Itself with the days 


of long ago,—days of precious memory,— 
those of us who still live can but say we 
had abundant reason for tuankfniness, 
that for so many years Rev. Robert Craw- 
ford was our beloved pastor. 


Washington Gladden in a sermon once 


said if a man passed through life and no 
one said aught against him h» was afraid 
the man bad not done his full duty. This 
was not true of Dr. Crawford. He had 
the courage of his convictions and stood 
for all that was best in the community. 
I do not believe tlie yertou has lived who 
has ever said an unkind word of Rev. 
Robert Crawford, so pare was his life. It 
was an open book. 


It was a day of small things during Mr. 


Crawford's ministry here. His salary was 
f6(X] a year and part of it was paid in 
wood, hay and vegetables.

ST. THOMAS' CHURCH. 


The Catholic* Will Be In Their 


HaiUoome New Bdlflce Within a 


Siiort Time* 


The handsome new church of the 


people of tbe old St. Charles parish, now 
Bt. Thomas', will not be flnishhd in whole 
at once. 
Only the basement and a 


winter chape! upstairs will be used for the 
present, and the indefinite future will see 
the building completed internally. 


If the splendid furnishing and equip- 


ment of the lower part which will be sec- 
ondary, are to be taken as a sample of 
what the large auditorium above is to be, 
Adams Catholics will have as magnifi- 
cent a place in which to worship OB any 
congregation in Massachusetts. 


The contractors, Tooney & Shea of 


Holyoke, completed their work a week 
ago and left town. 
Peter T. Connors is 


putting in a large boiler to heat the 
structure and Charles J. Schumacher & 
Sons, Bo-.ton decorators, have nearly fin- 
ished the fresco work. 


Their work is of the highest order. The 


basement ceiling is paneled. The body 
color is cilled ashes of roses and the styles 
are of 3 warm drab. The sides are of the 
same color trimmed with old gold. There 
are drop ornaments under the ceiling and 
a border over the wainscoting. 


The prncipal work is in the sanctuary, 


TV here the ceiling is paneled on both sides 
and there are moldings in imitation ot 
stucco. In the centre of the middle panel 
is a dove "and rays. The walls are paneled 
and sufficiently lined to give the whole 
an excellent effect. 
They Imve a rich 


drop ornament and a heavy dado border 
at the ba <c. The color of the ceiling is a 
delicate blue and the styles are drab. The 
panels of the walls are terra cotta. 


The stylos find decorations have been 


carried out and inclosed with a rich bun", 
olive and old gold. 


Considerable attention has been paid to 


the altar which have been moved to tlie 
old church. There are two, the main one 
in tho center and the Virgin Mary's altar 
on the west side. They are ornamented 
with gold and the panels are a delicate 
buff. Tl:e styles and moldings are in gray 
and white. The whole effect ia white and 
gold. The steam pipes which run over- 
head wil 1 be bronzed. 


Upstairs in the rear is the winter chapel, 


which has been finished for week-day ser- 
vice. This room, which is quite large, is 
very prettily done in imitation of stucco. 
This effect is made in the corners and 
where tbe ceiling and walls meet. The 
ceiling color is ashes of roses and the 
panels and styles 
are drab. 
The 


walla are finished with 
the 
same 


effect, 
except 
that 
it is a 
little 


deeper. There is a drop ornament under 
the corn ec and a d€-ep border at the base. 
Label mouldings are represented over the 
windows. The whole is sufficiently lined 
to give the work a beautiful finish. The 
altnr wil 1 be finished the same as those 
down stairs. 


There are stained glass windows in this 


room 
furnished 
by the Continental 


Stained Glass Window company of Boa- 
ton. Their design is new and the colors 
are nicely blended. 


Tbe fixtures for gas and electric lights 


are being aet and the seats, which have 
been ordered by Artemas Merriam of 
Westminster, are expected to arrive soon. 
It is anticipated that the congregation 
may hear mass in the church in two or 
three weeks. 


Outside work Is progressing rapidly 


also. On the west side of the church 
building, the hill separating it from Rev. 
Father Moran'i residence is being cut 
away and the appearance of the grounds 
is materially improved.

Kitfcs Held So Clone to the Condemned 


Men Tltnt Their Heads \Vere doTvn to 


Atoms—Spanish Women Witnesses 


of Hit-Be Bloody Occurrence!. 


London, Nov. 3.—The Daily News 


to-day publishes a letter from an Eng- 
lish merchant in the Philippine islands 
theft was dispatched to London on Sept. 
30. The writer alleges that horrible 
atrocities have been perpetrated by 
both the rebels and the Spaniards, 
but more especially by the latter, who 
torture their prisoners, particularly 
when they are prominent men, with a 
view to forcing them to confess com- 
plicity in the rebellion. He declares 
that in some cases prisoners' hands 
have been nailed to walls, while in 
others thumb-screws hare been used. 
A hundred prisoners were thrown in 
one night into a dungeon in the fort- 
ress at Manila in which there was 
hardly room for thirty. The place 
was worse than the Black Hole of Cal- 
cutta. The poor wretches were up to 
their kne«a in filthy putrid mud. 
Fifty-nine of them died during the 
night. A reign of terror exists in 
Manila and elsewhere in the islands. 
Wholesale arrests are made daily 
of innocent and guilty persons indis- 
criminitely. 
The writer adds that the 


rebellion is solely due to the corrupt 
administration of the Spaniards, which 
the natives were unable to endure any 
longer. The outlook is of the blackest 
description, and business is at a com- 
plete standstill. The writer was com- 
pelled to leave his estate, the govern- 
ment refusing to guarantee his safety 
there. Prisoners are executed by the 
wholesale. In treating of this subject 
the writer describes the shooting of 
four men on the public promenade. 
The troops held their rifles so close to 
the head of the condemned men that 
when the weapons were discharged 
their heads were blown to atoms. 
Crowds of Spanish women went to see 
these four rebels executed.

Pottsville, Pa., Nov. 3.—An accident 


resulting from a singular cause cost'the 
lives of two men and the fatal injury 
of a third at Packer colliery. No. 2, at 
Girardville, yesterday afternoon. Thos. 
Welsh of Lost Creek, John Hallaran ol 
Gilberton, Joseph Staum of Lost Creek 
and Michael Nack were at work ta the 
rnir.e. Welsh had been engaged in 
what is known as "robbing" pillars. 
He had driven a hole in the face of the 
breast in which he put his blast. He 
applied the match to the squib and 
hastened away for a place of shelter. 
He had gone but a few feet when a 
large lump of coal rolled onto his foot, 
pinning him fast to the ground. Mo- 
mentarily expecting the explosion at 
the blast he cried for help. The other 
three men were working near, and, 
disregarding the danger to themselves 
they ran to Welsh's rescue. They had 
scarcely reached him when the blast 
exploded, bringing down with it a mas* 
of coal upon the men. Hallaran and 
Staum were crushed to death and 
Welsh fatally injured, while Nack was 
fortunate in escaping with slight hurts.
